brook and District Hospital, additional to 
the sum already authorized by the plebi- 
scite of December 19, 1964?” 

And that Mrs. Ethel Lyons, of Cran- 
brook, be appointed Returning Officer: 

And that regulations be made in the 
terms of the draft regulations below, to 
govern the procedure to be followed in 
holding the said plebiscite, and with re- 
spect to the powers to be exercised, and 
the duties to be performed by, and with 
the rights, obligations, liabilities, qualifi- 
cations, and disqualifications of voters, 
officers, and other persons.

Regulations 


1. The Chief Electoral Officer shall 
direct the Returning Officer as to the pro- 
cedure to be followed in taking the poll, 
counting the votes, and making his return 
of the results of the voting, and shall pre- 
scribe the forms and ballot to be used, 
and shall set the amount of such fees as 
are paid. 

2. Every person may vote who is a 
Canadian citizen, 21 years of age or older, 
the owner as defined in the Water Act of 
land situate in the above-named hospital 
improvement district, or the authorized 
agent of any board or corporation that is 
the owner of such land, or legal repre- 
sentative of any owner of such land who 
has died, become insolvent or insane, 
and qualified to be registered as a voter 
under the Provincial Elections Act. 

3. “Voters list” means the list of own- 
ers as prepared for the purpose of this 
plebiscite and certified by the Returning 
Officer or other responsible official. 

4. Any owner whose name does not 
appear on the list may vote upon making 
an affidavit in Form 6, to be signed and 
sworn before the Deputy Returning 
Officer. 

5. Any owner, if challenged as to his 
qualifications by any poll official, qualified 
voter, or scrutineer, must make the affi- 
davit in Form 6 before being permitted to 
vote. 

6. Representatives and agents as re- 
ferred to in Regulation No. 2 must make 
an affidavit in Form 7, to be signed and 
sworn before the Deputy Returning 
Officer. 

7. The Returning Officer shall publish 
his proclamation in the prescribed form in 
at least one issue of a newspaper circulat- 
ing in the district, and shall post up copies 
of his prpclaniatron tr pub esi 
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8. There shall be no absentee voting, 
nor advance voting. 

9. Voters may vote at any polling- 
place in the improvement district, but 
each voter may vote only once, provided 
that representatives and agents as referred 
to in Regulation No. 2 are also entitled to 
vote once on their own behalf as owners, 
if qualified. 

10. The Returning Officer is authorized 
to appoint, for the purposes of this plebi- 
scite, Deputy Returning Officers, Poll 
Clerks, and other persons deemed neces- 
sary, and also to appoint scrutineers, with- 
out remuneration, if required or requested 
so to do. 

11. Suitable polling-places shall be es-

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that on, from, 
and after the date hereof the Letters Pat- 
ent incorporating the District of Hudson’s 
Hope be amended by the addition of the 
following provisions:— 


1. All the assets, both real and per- 
sonal, and all rights, powers, and privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant, or otherwise whatsoever, 
and all taxes, debts, actions, causes of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever, either at law or in equity, apper- 
taining to the Hudson Hope Improvement 
District shall, from the effective date of 
these supplementary Letters Patent, vest 
in and belong to the District of Hudson’s 
Hope. 

2. Nothing in these Letters Patent shall 
impair or affect the rights of any creditor 
of the Hudson Hope Improvement Dis- 
trict as incorporated under former Letters 
Patent, and the District of Hudson’s Hope 
shall be liable for and subject to, and 
shall pay, discharge, carry out, and per- 
form, all the debts, liabilities, obligations, 
contracts, and duties of the Hudson Hope 
Improvement District which are existing 
at the effective date hereof. 


3. Subject always to paragraphs | and 
2 of these supplementary Letters Patent, 
all the by-laws, regulations, rights, reso- 
lutions, and licences, of whatsoever kind 
or description, passed, made, enacted, 
granted, or issued by the Trustees of the 
Hudson Hope Improvement District in so 
far as they are within the powers of the 
District of Hudson’s Hope, shall remain 
in full force and effect in and for the 
municipality until such time as they or 
any of them may be repealed or amended 
by the Council of the municipality. 

4. The area heretofore incorporated as 
the Hudson Hope Improvement District 
is deemed to be a separate specified area 
under Division (2) of Part XVI of the 
Municipal Act for each of the following 
services: Sewerage, water, fire protection, 
street-lighting, garbage. Each specified 
area shall be charged with the portion of 
the liabilities of the improvement district 
incurred for such area for the service 
involved. 

5. The provisions of Division (2) of 
Part XVIII and Part XX of the Municipal 
Act are excepted until this paragraph is 
annulled by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council. 

6. The definition of “ population” in 
the Municipal Act and any other Act is 
excepted, and the population of the mu- 
nicipality for the purpose of any Act 
shall be as determined from year to year 
by a certificate of the Minister of Munici- 
pal Affairs, and in the event no such cer- 
tificate is issued, the population shall be 
as provided under the appropriate Act. 

7. Clause (d) of subsection (2) of sec- 
tion 3 of the Municipalities Aid Act is 
excepted. 

8. Any exceptions from statutory pro- 
visions pursuant to subsection (2) of sec- 
tion 12 of the Municipal Act contained 
in the Letters Patent incorporating the 
municipality or in these supplementary 
Letters Patent may be restricted, modi- 
fied, or annulled by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Council.

And whereas, pursuant to the said sec- 
tion 10 of the Municipal Act, a petition 
has been received praying that the inhabi- 
tants of the area hereinafter described 
should be incorporated as a_ village 
municipality: 

And whereas a favourable vote has 
been held in accordance with the provi- 
sions of section 10 of the Municipal Act: 

And whereas all other conditions and 
requirements of section 10 of the Munici- 
pal Act have been complied with: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the resi- 
dents of the area hereinafter described 
shall, on, from, and after the date hereof, 
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be incorporated as a village municipality 
(hereinafter referred to as the “munici- 
pality”) under the said Municipal Act, 
and under and subject to the provisions 
hereinafter contained or referred to:— 

1. The municipality shall be called and 
known by the name of the “Village of 
Port Edward.” 

2. The municipality shall comprise all 
that tract of land hereinafter described: 
Commencing at the intersection of the 
easterly boundary of Block B of Lot 7382, 
Range 5, Coast District, with the north- 
westerly prolongation of the north-east- 
erly boundary of Lot 7739; thence south- 
easterly along the said north-westerly pro- 
longation of the north-easterly boundary 
of Lot 7739 and continuing south-easterly 
along the said north-easterly boundary to 
the most easterly corner of said Lot 7739; 
thence south-easterly in a straight line to 
the north-west corner of Lot 503, being a 
point on the easterly boundary of Lot 
446; thence southerly along the easterly 
boundaries of Lots 446 and 642 to the 
northerly boundary of Indian Reserve 
No. 6 (Willaclough); thence easterly and 
southerly along the northerly and easterly 
boundaries of said Indian Reserve No. 6 
to the northerly boundary of Lot 1, Block 
1; thence in a general easterly direction 
along the said northerly boundary of Lot 
1, Block 1, to the north-west corner of 
Lot 37; thence easterly and southerly 
along the northerly and easterly bound- 
aries of Lots 37, 117, 1393, and 44 to the 
south-east corner of said Lot 44, being a 
point on the high-water mark of Inver- 
ness Passage, on the north-easterly shore

erly from and parallel to the said high- 
water mark of Inverness Passage, on the 
north-easterly shore thereof, to the high- 
water mark on the easterly shore of 
Stapleton Island; thence in a general 
southerly, north-westerly, and north-east- 
erly direction along the said high-water 
mark on Stapleton Island, on the easterly, 
south-westerly, and north-westerly shores 
thereof, to a point on a line drawn 500 
feet perpendicularly distant westerly from

3. The provisions of the Municipal Act 
shall, except where varied by Statute or 
the terms of these Letters Patent, apply 
to the municipality. 


4. There shall be paid from the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund to the munici- 
pality an amount equal to the taxes levied 
under Part II of the Taxation Act for the 
year 1966 upon the real property within 
the municipality. 

5. Allan Taylor Sheppard is hereby ap- 
pointed Chairman of the municipality 
and shall hold office until his successor 
has been elected at the first annual elec- 
tion in the month of December, 1966, 
and takes office in the manner provided 
by the Municipal Act. 


6. Frederick Walter Grimble, Allison 
Leslie Ivany, Kenneth Norman Dale Ro- 
chon, and Gladys Olive Blyth are hereby 
appointed Commissioners of the munici- 
pality and shall hold office until their suc- 
cessors have been elected at the first elec- 
tion in the month of December, 1966, 
and takes office in the manner provided 
by the Municipal Act. 


7. The persons referred to in para- 
graphs 5 and 6 of these Letters Patent 
shall be the Chairman and Commission- 
ers respectively of the interim Council of 
the municipality. A quorum shall be 
three members. The term of office of 
each member of the interim Council shall 
extend as herein provided, but if in the 
meantime any member of the interim 
Council resigns, or for some other reason 
becomes unable to continue in office. then 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may 
by Order appoint some other person to 
hold office until his successor has taken 
office following the first annual election 
in the month of December. 1966. 

8. The election of members of the first 
elected Council of the municipality shall 
be conducted in the manner provided for 
annual elections by the Municipal Act, 
and, except as otherwise herein provided, 
the provisions of the Municipal Act apvly 
to the first election. and for the first elec- 
tion provisions shall be made for 

(a) the election of a Chairman, to hold 
office for a term of two vears com- 
mencing in the year 1967: and 
the election of two Commission- 
ers, each to hold office for a term 
of two years commencing in the 
year 1967: and 
(c) the election of two Commissioners. 

each to hold office for a term of 


one year commencing in the year 
1967. 


(b) 
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9. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election and to have their names 
entered on the list of electors of the mu- 
nicipality shall be those who are qualified 
under Part II of the Municipal Act. 

10. The interim Council shall cause to 
be prepared, corrected, revised, and cer- 
tified in accordance with the Municipal 
Act the list of electors to be used at the 
election of members of the first elected 
Council. 

11. Any owner-elector, other than a 
corporation, whose name appears on the 
list of electors referred to in paragraph 
10 of these Letters Patent is qualified to 
be nominated, elected, and to hold office 
as a member of the first elected Council.

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 
Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the

Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same.

There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.
